CONFERENCE 
FAILS TO REACH

inter-allied socialist conference con- 
cluded a two-day session this evening, 
It failed to reach unanimity of opin- 
ion on the Stockholm conference or 
peace. The United States was not 
represented at the conference, and one 
South African delegate was the only 
representative of the British over- 
seas dominions, Delegates from pa- 
cificist bodies were in the majority.

At the afternoon session the com- 
mission appointed to . consider the 
Stockholm conference decided by a 
majority vote to recommend that all 
sections of the socialist and labor or- 
ganizations should be repressnted at 
this gathering, and voiced a_ protest 
against the decision of the British 
to refuse passports to 
delegates, 

Belgians Protest 

The Belgians made a united protest 
against attendance at the conference 
and they, with support from other 
countries, decided that Emile Vander- 
velde, Belgian minister of munitions, 
should move and that Camille Huys- 
mans, secretary of the international 
socialist conference, should second an 
amendment to the committee report 
to the effect that socialists of entente 
countries should not be represented 
at Stockholm.

fr. Justice Simmons’ Awards 
Frank A. McCord $480 In 


Damage Action

His Lordship Mr. Justice Simmons 
has handed down judgment in the 
action of Frank A. McCord vs. Alberta 
and Great Waterways Railway Co. 

The plaintiff was given judgment for 
$480. The facts are: The plaintiff is 
owner of the 8,W. 47 and the 8S. E 
18-57-22-4 W.4. The company built 
a railway line through section 24-57- 
23-4, leaving a well marked depression 
in the configuration of land, and the 
land adjoining. In raitiy seasons sur- 
face water collects in the depressions 
and flows with perceptible current 
from the N. W. to the 8. B. 
sedsons there is very little water in 
the depressions, The right-of-way was 
bought on the understanding that a 
ditch would be constructed. The plain- 
tiff contended that the ditch increased 
the volume of water on his land, Due 
to this, the plaintiff claimed, the hay 
1915-16 was ruined and a

Officials of Restaurants, Ltd., 
owners of the Arcadia cafe, and en- 
ployees of the place, have featured on 
the city police court docket during the 
past month. In spite of the many 
charges instituted by the police the 
great nvajority were dropped after 
warrants had been served and the 
case brought to trial, 

It was six o'clock Tuesday evening 
before the court finally rose after hear- 
ing argument for the defense in the 
case which was concluded Wednesday 
morning. H. H. Robertson in sum- 
ming up characterized the case as the 
strangest it had been his lot to ‘de- 
fend during a lengthy experience at 
the bar. Numerous witnesses for both 
crown and defense had given ‘esti- 
mony of an exactly opposite nature, 
This point was also emphasiz21 by 
the magistrate in announcing his 
fniding.

Anniversary of the Famous Corbett-McCoy Battle. 

Seventeen years ago today the fight fans of the world were 
as excited as if the heavyweight championship was scheduled to 
be decided. James J. Corbett and Kid McCoy were matched to 
meet in New York on that night, Aug. 30, 1900. Corbett had lost 
his title to “Ruby Robert” who in turn had been laid low by Jim 
Jeffries. The latter had also administered a licking to “Gentleman 
Jim” just a few months before, There was thus no title at stake, 
as McCoy had become too heavy for the legitimate middleweight 
title, and Corbett could certainly not compete for that crown. 
Nevertheless the battle was advertised as for ‘the champltonship of 
the world,” and in a way this was true, since it brought together 
the two cleverest ring generals and most scientific boxers in the 
history of pugilism. Some writers have alleged that the bout was 
a fake, but there seems no basis for that charge. other than allesad 
“confessions” that were themselves protably fakes,, There wai an 
old grudge between Corbett and McCoy, and both were out to “get 
square,” Both claimed to be the real masters of scientific fisticuffs, 
and they were intensely jealous of each other. Suspicious circum- 
stances surrounded many of McCoy’s battles, but in meeting Cor- 
bett the “Kid'" was certainly bent upon winning, if possible, Over 
two years before a Corbett-McCoy match had been arranged to take 
place in Buffalo, but it was called off owing to threats of official 
interference. Each of the fighters accused the other of ‘‘crawling,” 
and a wordy warfare followed until Aug !10, 1960, when the enemies 
climbed into the ring to f ight it out. The battle lasted but five 
rounds, but those five innings were worth to the spectator more 
than a hundred rounds of ordinary fighting. Lightning had little 
in the way of speed to teach the two men, and the quickest eye could 
hardly follow thelr movements. For five rounds the ring was @ 
Kaleidoscope of flashing white bodies and smacking gloves. The 
fighters were as light on their feet as a pair of cats. In the fifth 
round McCoy went down and out, but, though beaten, he was nov 
dishonored, 


The Career of Joo Thomas, 

Joe Thomas, welter middleweight and light-heavyweight bexer, 
was born in Beverly. Mass., Aug. 30, 1886. Joe was quite a gladi- 
ator in his day, starting his ring career in California in 1904, After 
licking nearly all the classy welterweights on the coast, he went 
east and knocked out Tommy Bullivan snd Honey Melody at Chel- 
sea, Mass. Honey had claimed the welterweight title, so Joe's 
victory gave him the welter championship, in a way. Joc was a 
hero on the coast until a summer day in 1907 when he consented 
to meet a_ young Polander from Montana who called himwelf Kid 
Ketchel. They fought at Marysville, Cal, and, much to the surprise 
of everybody, and Joe most of all, Ketchel earned a draw jn twenty 
rounds. Joe demanded another chance to show up the obnoxious 
Kid from Montana, and Ketchel was willing, so they fought in Sag 
Francisco a couple of months later. Joe was knocked out in the 
32nd round, A third bout resulted in another victory for Ketchel, 
and in 1908 Stanley knocked Joe out in the second round. Thomas 
continued fighting. but he was never afterward looked upon as 
championship material.

ital of ancient Peru, the festival of Bt. 
Rose of Lima, the first canonized saint 
of the New World, will be celebrated 


today, 

St. Rose's Day is the great religious 
festival of Peru, although Lima has 
two other patron saintse—St. Turribius, 
archbishop of Lima in the sixteenth 
century, and St, Francis Solano, a mis- 
sionary of the seventeenth century, To- 
day's religious ceremonies in Lima will 
centre in the old cathedral, beneath 
the altar of which lies the body of 
Pizarro, the conqueror of Peru, 

The saintly woman whose feast day 
this is was born in Lima in 1696, half 
a century after the founding of the 
“City of the Kings” by the ruthless 
Pizarro, Her real name was Isabel 
Flores, but her beauty earned for her 
the name of Rose. Her parents were 
very poor and in her youth she tolled 
asa servant to support them. Despite 
her hard lot, Rose blossomed into a 
woman of surpassing beauty, and na- 
turally attracted the attention of all 
the men in Lima. Whenever she went 
forth into the streets, Rose was con- 
stantly subjected to stares. Dashing 
soldiers in the brilliant uniform of 
Spain dogged her footsteps, and occa- 
sioanlly one of them would kn-el in 
the street before her and pour forth 
@ passionate declaratioi: -f love, 

But Rose had no use ivr these de- 
monstrations, She had determined 
upon a life of godliness and devotion, 
and decided upon a kind of humilia- 
tion and abnegation that make the re- 
nunciations of all the masculine saints 
in the calendar seem poor and com- 
monplace. With her own hands she 


cut off the lovely flowing hair that 
was her crowning glory—clipped it 
close to the scalp, 


Next she blistered 


Third Order of St, Pominio, and un- 
der her habit she wore constantly a 
hair-shirt studded with sharp nails, 
while beneath her veil she wore a 
crown of silver armed with nearly a 
hundred points, Bhe fasted almost 
continuously, and it is said that “the 
bleased sacrament seemed almost her 
only food.” Such tortures and priva- 
tions goon had their effect, and she 
died in her thirty-first year, mourned 
by all the people of Lima, and ever af- 
ter venerated as the patron saint of 
the Peruvian capital, 


Icelanders in America, 


The first colony of Icelanders to es- 
tablish themselves on the American 
continent arrived“at Lake Rousseau 
forty-five years ago today, Aug, 0, 
1872, and there began the pioneer Ca- 
nadian settlement of their people. 
This was the beginning of a consid- 
erable immigration of Icelanders to 
America, The first party consisted of 
more than 150 men, women and chil- 
dren, but only about a dozen families 
settled in the Canadian colony, The 
remainder scattered over Canada, and 
a few went to Wisconsin. Since then 
thousands of Icelanderse—perhaps in- 
epired by the old Icelandic sagas of 
Eric the Red, whose son Lief is eaid 
to have voyaged to America five cen- 
turiea before Columbus—have emi- 
grated to America, most of them eet- 
tling in Western Canada and the 
northwestern states, They have made 
sturdy, Intelligent, patriotic citizens. 
Vihijamar Stefansson, the distinguish- 
ed explorer, comes from Icelandio 
stock, his parents having emigrated 
from Iceland and settled tn Manitoba 
@ year or two before Vihljamar was 
born in 1879,
